for a month, the impeachment business will 
cost the neat little sum of half a million ol 
dollars. With the characteristic economy 
with which our officials -at Washington love 
to do business, they have managed to make 
the one item of the printing of admission 
tickets to the trial erst $6000. The tickets 
were gotion up in the most elegant Btyle, so 
that they might be kept as permunent souve- 
nirs of this great historic sceoe, by the hold- 
ers thereof. It will cost nine thousand dol- 
lars to bring General Rosseau to Wuebiogton 
from the Pacific coast ; at least, that officer 
will get about that sum for coining and going 
and some other witnesses will get from ooe 
to five thousand dollars. Ten cents a mile 
and two dollars nsday is paid to witD'Eses ; 
but, by a liberal interpretation of the law, 
and a little juggling, the diBtant witnpssea 
have each been twice summoned, and there 
lore get double mihage, both coming and 
returning, or forty cents a mile. Preity good 
witness lees ! Another little item of cost in 
ibis impeachment trial is, that it will cost 
one hundred thousand dollars to print the 
trial oa a Government document, which will 
bo extensively franked over the country at a 
heavy mail cost, oud bo read by nobody ; 
for by the time il is published, all interest 
in the trial will have sub.-ided, or become 
merged in the excitement of the coming 
Presidential election. And no one will care 
anyhow to wnde through the official reports 
of what the newspopora have ulready Riven 
in surfeit to the public. Verily, we caonut 
have a great public show for nothing.—
